e. H?.n3 Helmut KLOSE, a former German Havy Captain who ran boat operations 
to PoLand and the BaLtic States for the British in the Late 191(03 and 
early 1950s. 

f. Anton OLEKA, the alias of a Lithuanina national who resided in Danzig 
area, and escaped to Sweden in 191:6. 

g. Wilhelm STRAND, a Swedish sailor who tried to take a Lithuanian refugee- 
from Danzig to Sweden on a 700-ton ship in 191:5. However, the captAin of 
this ship did not permit STRAND to go through with his plans. 

h. Janis 7ASARAJS, born circa 1910 in Latvia. He escaped, from Gdynia to 
Sweden by ship in 19 U7. 

i. ROZENBLATAS, a Lithuanian national and friend of V0XIEIAIT2B in Sweden 
in tile 19b0s. 
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,j. Colonel Jouzas 1IARAKAS, a Lithuania n national i+io Tins imprisoned in a 
Nazi KZ camp near Danzig. Somehow, ha escaped from Poland after Vlorld 
V:ar II and no'.; liven in Sira den. 

k. Jona 3 BARTKU3, an aliaa of a Lithuanian national, vho resided under that 
nrjr.3 near Danzig after World War II. I!e escaped by boat to Sweden in 19U6. 

l. Father Stacys 71 A, a Lithuanian national, t*o iras imprisoned together 
nith VOKIETAITIS in a Nazi KZ camp near Danzig. Somehow, he managed to 
get out of Poland after the war and now resides near Putnam, Conn,, USA. 

m. Vincas M3EKUS, a Lithuanian national, T:ho lived on a farm near the village 
of Grudno in Danzig area after World Mir II. During the winter of l-9hS/hS 
VOKIETAITIS lived at Subject's farm. Since 11ISKUS was a former U3 citizen, 

he we 3 permitted to emigrate from Poland to the USA. Now livc3 in Philadelphia. 

n. Algirdas LAUZIKAS , a Lithuanian national who lived together Tilth VOKIE- 
TAITJS at Vincus MICKUS* farm near Grudno. Iio was a student from Vilnius, 
end Later repatriated to Soviet Lithuania. LAUZJKAS provided VOXIETATTIS 
Tilth Polioh documents In alias with residence in Raciborz, Poland. 

o« PETKUS family also lived on MIEKUS farm. Later on they repatriated to 
Soviet Lithuania. 

p. Baljra SROUGA, a Lithuanian national, who Tms impriooned in a Nazi camp 
near Danzig, where he vn*3 in contact with VOKIETAITIS. Later on GROUGA 
repatriated to Soviet Lithuania. 

q. UPIT2S, a Latvian national and Lot Lt. in the Latvian Legion during 
World War II. He organized i JJLegal escapes from Gdynia to Sweden in late 
IShOa, Her.; resides in Sweden, 

r. Antar.es STAP.KUS, a Lithuanian Medical Doctor, who was impriooned in a 
Nazi KZ camp hear Dcnsig, There he was in contact Tilth VOXEIAlilS. He 
reportedly escaped from Poland to Sweden after Vforld War II. 

a. ZAKDEP.SOKS, a Latvian Tiho participated in organizing illegal escapes 
with UFTITIS from Gdynia to Sweden in late ipliOs . 

t, Kr 3 . KTJJAXS> a Latvian and mistress of Janis VASARAJS. Sha escaped by 
beat from Gdynia to Sweden in late 19ii0s, 

u, MAZUR, a Polioh farmer, who had three daughters and one U year old child 
in I9ii5 . VOKIETAITIS lived on MAZUR'S fam in Kack Hielki, Poland during the 
winter cf 19U5/19U6. VOKIETAITIS told MAZUR that he was a Pole from Lithu- 
ania.
